The passengers and 
part of the crew were ordered to 
the lifeboats. 
With the weather, not severe, 
the lifeboats 
found 
their way 
safely to Anyox, a mining center 
four miles away, wireless messages 
picked up here said. 
"All 
passengers and 
baggage 


landed safely." 
"Vessel punctured badly No. 1 
.and 2 holds. 
Do not expect to 
float vessel without assistance." 
Within a short time, another 
tnesaage picked up at Vancouver, 
B. C., said the vessel had been 
abandoned. 
' Shortly after the distress mes- 
sages, the United States coast 
guard cutter Alert put out from 
Ketchlkan, Alaska, and the small 
sister ship. Prince John, left Prince 
Rupert to go to the aid of the 
Prince George. 
Each had about 


75 miles to go, and were due at 
the ship's side during the morn- 
Ing hours today.

tribes between 1905 
and 
1924, 
studying their customs. 
Later, he announced he had as- 
certained that the Eskimos ori- 
ginally were Indians 
who 
had 


wandered east and west from 
the coast. 
Last year, the explorer was at 
the head of' an expedition which 
surveyed 12,500 miles of Green- 
land's southeast coast.

C. Julian, one-time prominent In 
the American oil industry, now 
living in comparative 
obscurity

announced 
today 
that he is apaln entering 
the 


field 
of 
stocks 
and 
bonds 
In 


which he rose to tht heights in 
the United States—especially in 
California and Oklahoma. 


Julian said he had been chosen 
general manager of 
a 
newly- 
formed atock and bond firm In 
Shanghai, named the Stock and 
Bond Guaranty company, 
and 
that he was planning to conduct 
a atock brokerage business spec- 
ializing in American stocks in 
which a heavy trade has grown 
up in China. 
According to Julian who la fac- 


ing prosecution in 
th« United 
States. h» will b* "merely an 
employee, not Investing in the 
local company, 
the 
capital 
of 


which will be principally Chinese 
with American incorporation in 
the State of Delaware." 
Julian, who has been here since 
last March, has lost none of the 
poise which played a prominent 
part In his success in attracting 
Americana to Invest in his ell 
promotion projects. 
"I am just a Western Fellow 
trying to get along in an Eastern 
country," Julian said smilingly in 
explaining his decision to enter 
business in Shanghai. 


"Since arriving 
in 
China, 
I 
have basked in the sunbeams of 
idleness, but I am 100 per cent 
alive and can't hold my hands 
for the remainder of my life. 
"Therefore, Shanghai is home 
and I am going to work." 
Julian, following his arrival In 
Shanghai, lived, in the city's most 
fashionable hotel. Recently, how- 
over, he has hidden himself In 
the French quarters and has not 
been receiving visitors. 


"I am tired of the limelight of 
publicity. I wish all newspapers 
were throttled to allow me some 
peace," the American said vigor- 
ously, repeating his oft-stated dec- 
laration that h« is innocent of 
the charges of fraud and embez- 
zlement in the United States. 
"I am a victim of 
Standard 
Oil's unending opposition!" Julian 
shouted, his eyes blazing as he re- 
called his California and Okla- 
homa operations. 


Julian recalled the early days 


of his oil career in California. 
"In 1901," h« said, "I covered 
pipelines with a pick and shovel lines.

New hope of finding a 


way out of the armament 
deadlock has been given by 
reports that France is will- 
ing to enter into direct ne- 
gotiations with Hitler. 


The hope may not

Congress 
will convene

One of the promises of the

The federal Indictments were 
based on charges that Bonner and
